LONDON, Sept. 29.—A Cantonese 
warship has opened fire on the city 
of Swatow, necessitating the landing 
of British troops to protect an En­ 
glish mission there, according to dis­ 
patches from Hoag Kong today. 
The Cantonese vessel opened fire 
Wednesday, later landing IOO troops 
which were scattered by rifle fire 
from the peasant army which has oc 
copied Swatow. 
The British warships Bluebell and 
Sirdar were struok h r Bullets during 
the exchange of shots, and a party 
wae immediately ordered from the 
Bluebell to protect the British mis

POLAND HALTS 
LOAN PARLEY 


Negotiations With Am­ 
erican Bankers Brok­ 
en Off. 


BERLIN. Sept. 29. — Following the 
action of the American state depart­ 
ment in approving a $70,000,000 loan 
to Poland, negotiations between 
the 
Polish government and the American 
bankers have been renewed at the re* 
quest of the latter, said a Warsaw dis­ 
patch to the Vossische Zeltung this af­ 
ternoon. 


WARSAW, Sept. 29.—The Polish 
government has broken off negotia­ 
tions with American bankers for the 
floating of a $70,000,000 Poliuh re­ 
habilitation loan in the United States, 
it was announced* today. 
It was understood that the govern­ 
ment and the American Bankers were 
unable to agree on the net price at 
which the Polish bonds were to be 
sold. The government was willing to 
agree to a price of $97 hut the Ameri­ 
can bankera were not willing to go 
above $94. 
The announcement of negotiations 
being broken off followed closely the 
news 
from 
Washington 
that 
the

grant Its approval of the loan.

The visiting nurse who comes in for an hour once or twice 
a week, to give baths and rubs, may *ave an enormous amount 
of nerve strain on the part of mother and daughter or daughter­ 
inlaw. 
It is not easy to admit that one is no longer capable as of yore. 
But it is easier to let the professional hands take hold, than to let 
one’s own behold one’s weakness. The older ones have their rights, 
too, and not only to food, shelter and place by the fire, but the 
right to have their pride saved wherever possible.

Selling Villages at Auction.

Zoning Growth 


Probably no new principle of municipal government has ever 
made such rapid progress in this country as city zoning. It is only 
l l years since the first zoning ordinance was adopted in New York 
City. Today, the department of commerce reports, 65 per cent of 
the urban population of the United States, numbering more than 
30,000,000 persons, live in areas regulated by zoning laws. 
There has teen remarkable development along this line dur­ 
ing the present year. Many communities, formerly dubious, have 
been persuaded by the action of the United States supreme court. 
In the last 12 months, in four cases, the court has upheld the 
right of cities to establish districts for various types of construc­ 
tion and regulate the use, height and area of buildings. 
The larger cities have led in this movement; of 68 cities of more 
than 100,000 population, 62 have zoning laws. The smaller cities, 
however, are rapily falling into line, aa they hear the testimony of 
pioneers regarding the benefits obtainable from such regulation. 
This fear is usually found to be groundless. With a typical zon­ 
ing system, adminstered intelligently and fairly, individuals sel­ 
dom lose anything that they would have a moral right to keep, 
and nearly everybody shares in the general benefits to the com­ 
munity.

It is none the less true, however, 
that the situation with respect to 
New England textiles presents a serl- 
oui? problem. 
Within the last few 
years at least 37 mills have ceased 
operation—one 
in 
New Hampshire 
one in Maine, seven in Rhode Island, 
eleven in Connecticut, and seventeen 
in Massachusetts. Four mille 
have 
bee absorbed by other mills, and 
a 
number—the exact number not known 
or admitted—have removed to the 
South, thus giving basis for the re­ 
ports that the South is winning away 
New England’s chief indurtry. 
The New England Council, city and 
state chambers c t commerce, legisla­ 
tures, 
governors, mayors, bankers, 
and just ordinary, every day citizens 
are all studying this problem. These 
and other agencies are putting out 
documents which are said to he the 
most complete and accurate exhibits 
respecting textiles in general and cot­ 
ton In particular that have been pro­ 
duced in many years. 
On the first of last year there were 
160,000,900 cotton spindles In all the 
world, of which some 38,000,000 were 
in the United States. 
Of those in 
this country, the six 
New 
England 
states had 18,246,988, the cotton-grow­ 
ing states of the South had 17,723,356, 


949,014. In 1900, h o o v e r, there were 
but 19,000.000 spindles hi the United 
States, with only 4,000,000 in the sec­ 
tion where cotton is grown. Thus in 
a little more than a quarter of a cen­ 
tury the South has .quadrupled its cot­ 
ton m anufacturing plants, whereat? the 
non-cotton growing stales have shown 
an increase cf only 20 per cent. 
New England Interests are seeking 
to ascertain why this should have 
come about. 
Is there a material eco­ 
nomic advantage in having the mills ’ 
amid the cotton fields? Is the trans I 
p o tatio n of the raw m aterial too big 
an item for the mills of New England? 
W ithout 
answ ering these questions 
definitely it is pointed our that most 
of the southern mills are in the east­ 
ern tier of states, on the slope* and I 
in the fotohills of the mountains, and j 
that their cotton is baled and shipped j 
to them in much 
the same manner 
that the mills of New England get 
theirs .with a sm all 
differeutlal 
in 
frieght charges. Also it ie noted that 
the mills of England are much farther 
removed from the source of their raw 
m aterial, w ith much higher transpor­ 
tation costs, and yet those English 
mills hold their own in the textile m ar­ 
kets of the woiOi. 
Advantages and Disadvantages. 
Proximity to the cotton fields is un­ 
deniably a certain advantage to south­ 
ern cotton mills. The South also has 
some advantage In cheaper power. To 
offset that, New England has an ad­ 
vantage in building costs. For the 
most part, its mills were constructed 
at very low cost compared with the 
present day cost of#mills in the South. 
Again, New England has an advant­ 
age in climate and in the experience 
and skill of the operatives. The South 
m ust create by artificial means inside 
the mills the right climatic conditions 
an$ must wait for two or three gener­ 
ations to 
get the skilled labor that 
New England boasts. 
But New England is at a decided

As an offset to their advantage in 
taxes, eouthern mill owners have had 
to build their plants outside cities and 
have had to provide their employees 
with cheap housing, schools, churches, 
and utilities, lf there was any way In 
which it could be done, those New 
England mill villages that are being 
sold at auction would be snapped up 
and moved bodily into 
the 
sunny 
southland. 
Further development of the textile 
Industry In the South will, It is be 
lieved in I^ew England, he accompa­ 
nied by unionization, higher wages 
and shorter hours, and 
when 
that 
comes about the states that started 
the industry in this country expect at 
leaet to hold their own in it, lf not 
to dominate It as they once did.
